the "Herald" for sale. In order to dis- 
play the immense value of tlie estab- 
lishment he placed the term? at what 
then appeared an extravagant rate, the 
price named being $125,000. This offer I 
read in the "Herald'' of that day, but at 
pre=ont the siune establishment would lie 
cheap at $2,000,000. 


The ''Times," which was started ou 


8100,000, is now worth $1,250,000; the 
"Tribune" and "Woild" are now each 
worth $500,000, while the "Journal of 
Commerce" is valued at double that 
sum. Hugh Hastings, when approached 
with a proposal for the sale of the "Com- 
mercial Advertiser," mentioned $500,000, 
but ;is the items were cot accepted he 
felt released by the delay, and withdrew 
from the proposed transaction. 


Tbeainouutof capital invested in the 


daily papers of this city, is probably not 
less than 88,000,000. In Bennett's early 
days, however, they could all have been 
bought 
for cue-sixteenth that sum. 


Their real value'was probably as follows: 
"Herald," $25,000; "Tribune," 810,000; 
"Journal of Commerce," $25,000; "Cour- 
ier and Enquirer," $10,000; "Sun," $20,- 
000; "Evening Post," and "Commercial 
Advertiser," each $10.000.

month ago the doctor had burnt out my 
throat \vithnitrate of silver, and had 
spilt some on the carpet.

'IUo Stature of Different Races 
ot yien. 


[Popular Science Monthly ] 


Iu comparing racea as to their stature, 


we concern ourselves not with the tallest 
or shortest DICU of each tribe, but with 
the ordinary or average-sized men who 
may be taken as fair representatives of 
their whole tribe. 
The diflereuce of 


general stature is well shown where a 
ta.l and n short people come together in 
one district. 
Thus, in Australia the 


average English colonist of five feet 
eight inches looks clear over the heads 
of the five feet four inch Chinese la- 
bo icrs. 


Still more in Sweden does the Swede 


of five feet seven inches tower over the 
stunted Lapps, whose average measure is 
not much over five feet. Among the tall- 
est of mankind are the Patagonians, who 
seemed a race of giauts to the Europcaiia 
who first watched them striding along 
their clifls draped in their skin cloaks; 
it was even declared that the heads of 
Magalhacn's men hardly reached the 
waist of the first Patagoniau they met. 
Modcru travelers find, ou measuring 
them, that they really often reach six 
feet four inches, their nieau height being 
about iivo feet, eleven inches—three or 
four iuches taller than average English- 
men. 


The shortest of mankind are the Bush- 


men and related tribes iu Scuith Africa, 
with an average height not far exceed- 
ing four feet six inches. As a fair con- 
trast between the tallest and shortest 
races of •mankind it maybe stated that 
if a Patagonian and Buslimau stood side 
by side, the lattcr's head would only 
reach to the breast of the former. 


Thus, the tallest race of man is less 


than one-fourth higher than the shortest 
a fact which seems surprising to those 
not used to measurements. In general 
the stature of the women of any race 
may be taken a.-, about one sixteenth Us. 
than that of the men. Thus, in Eng 
laud, a man of live feet eight inches am 
a woman of live feet four inches look ar 
ordinary well-matched couple.
